Miss Mab<l Robbirs, County Super- 
irtendent, has issued the following in 
regard to the preparing of teachers r(j_* 
p »rts ; 

“At the end of each month taugl t, 
the teacher shall fill the monthly re] 
port of that month from the facts 
summed up in the morthly summary 
of Ihe regis er. and shall present t.h° 
monthly rep rt to the chairman of tl e 
riivis on board who shall carefully e: - 
amine it, and if found correct, he shall 
fill out and sign a certificate attached 
to the menthly report, certifying that 
the month has been legally taught, 
and upon chairman’s certificate the 
teacher shall draw his salary from the 
county superintendent for the month 
so certified after the monthly report 
has been duly delivered to the county 
superintendent. Within ten days af- 
ter the close of the last month of the 
term, the teacher shall make out the 
term report from the teim summary 
in his register; shall present same 
with the last monthly report and the 
teachers register to the chirman, who 
shall carefully inspect them, and ap- 
prove the report if correct, make out 
the chairman’s annual report and shall 
then give the teacher certificat s for 
the month or months not previously 
certified, and shall place the chair- 
man’s annual report in the t°acher’s 
hands for delivery t> the county super- 
intendent.”
